SECONDS OF PUGILISTS - 


—WHO ARE WISE— 


OFTEN WIN A BATTLE 





Many Modern Methods Used by the Men Who Look 
After Boxers During a Contest. 


THE MAN IN THE CORNER DESERVES MUCH CREDIT. 





Electric Fans and Oxygen are Some of the Unique and Up-to-Date Means Used 
to Revive Athletes at.Gritical Moments. 





It is a well known fact that a good second or adviser 
in a fistic encounter has often changed the aspect of a 
seemingly hopeless battle. Modern pugilists realize the 
importance of this and make it their business to have 
only experienced men in their corners. The methods

of present day handlers of figl ‘ters are vastly different 
from those employed years ago. In former days, be- 
fore the advent of so-called athletic clubs, when most 
of the bruisers were compelled to settle their differences 
in private to avoid the police, seconds were not consid- 
ered an important adjunct to the success of a fighter. 
They were mostly looked upon more in the nature of 


bodyguards and companions who could use their | 


presence to good advantage when interference from 
the rival side cropped up. Such expedients as smelling 
salts, oxygen, electric fans or attending pbysicians were 
practically unknown. Seconds invariably depended 
on the appiication of water and muscular exertion to 
revive their men. Most of the fights were held under 
London prize ring rules, to be sure, but skillful hand- 
ling such as practiced to-day would have saved many a 
fighter from defeat. 

Joe Choynski and Tommy Ryan are regarded as the 
best seconds in the country by followers of the prize 
ring, and their services are much in demand. Choynski 
is credited with aiding many pugilists to victory. Being 
a fighter himself, he is able to recognize a pugilist’s 
weakness ata glance. Ryan took Jim Jeffries in tow 
after the boilermaker failed to defeat Steve O’Donnell 
nnd Bob Armstrong in one ring at the Lenox A. C., 
New York city, a few years ago. When Jeffries fought 
in the East again Ryan was behind him in all of his 
fights. Jeffries has often said that Ryan’s advice and 
able handling were valuable and helped him materially 
‘o whip Bob Fitzsimmons and win the heavyweight 
utle at Coney Island. 

Choynski says that a fighter is a very sensitive person 
and must be humored and cajoled while engaging in an 
'mportant mill. In discussing the methods of seconds 
the other day, Choynski said: “Of course, if a fighter 








hasn’t the necessary ability, courage and stamina it is a 
hard task to help him very much. Yet I have known 
fighters who were really cowards, but who wou because 
they were properly handled. Between rounds, espec- 
jally after a man has received severe punishment and 
shown signs of impending collapse, is the time when 
the seconds art does the most good. Now, my ex- 
perience bas taught me that the first thing to do after a 
boxer has become groggy or dazed is to revive him 
with cool water. A little application, such as spraying 
him, will work wonders. Now, I am not a physician, 
but I understand respiration to some extent. This isa 
very vital point to be considered, and must be looked 
after at once. When you notice a pugilist breathing 
heavily after he comes to his chair he is either ex- 
hausted or is growing weak. Then is the time that he 
needs all the air he can inhale. . There is a knack in 
waving & towel that will help. You must flourish it in 
away that will give him plenty of air without dis- 
tressing him. Some seconds, instead of aiding a man 
injure his chances of victory. I bring smelling salts 
into requisition as a last resort only.” 

Ryan says that the best way to bring a pugilist 
around is to keep his forehead and temples moistened. 
He avers that this revivesa man quicker than any- 
thing else. 

“After my charge leaves his corner,” said Ryan, ‘I 
Girect my eyes to the other man. I watch for every 
weakness that the other side may show, and when my 
man returns to his chair I apprise him of it. But the 
best way to get along with a fighter is to let him fight 
in his own way for at least a couple of rounds. If the 
other man is able to rench my charge, then I advise a 
change of tactics. This puzzles your rival and often 
forces him to adopt different methods. Jeffries is one 
of the few pugilists who will permit himself to be ad- 
vised. He believes in following instructions, because 
he realizes that his seconds are in a better position 
than he is to discover the weak points in his antugo- 
nist. Many a bad horse has been piloted to victory by 
a clever jockey. Peter Jackson once told me that one 
good second in his corner was worth more to him than 
years of experience as a pugilist. Jackson was a great 
scrapper, and could predict the movements of his an- 
tagonist better than any other bruiser. Yet Peter 
always made it a point to select handlers who knew 
their business.” 

Jim Corbett has been prolific in introducing new 
ideas in his corner whenever he engaged in a fight. 
He realized the potency of oxygen as a stimulant, and 
his practice has been emulated by other fighters. Cor- 
bett is naturally high strung and nervous and things 
must be just so when he takes his chair preparatory to 
beginning a battle. Corbett does not like the use of 
towels in his corner except to wipe the perspiration 
from his body. In order to have sufficient cool air he 
used an electric fan when he fought Jim Jeffries at 
Coney Island the first time. The contrivance was at- 
tached to an electric wire suspended from the roof of 
the building. It worked like a charm. 

The idea of having a physician in a corner during the 
fight was introduced by a doctor who died a year or 
two ago. He had a numberof pugilists under his man- 
agement and trained them according to his own judg- 
ment. He would examine them daily, feel their pulse 
and take their temperature. Then he would prescribe 
for them if they showed the slightest sign of being in 
poor health, When his men entered the ring they 
were always sure to be in perfect condition. He always 
occupied a prominent position close to the ringside, 
and if they showed any indication of distress, he would 
administer an injection. To some this looked like a 
dangerous procedure, but there was no fatal result, 
and he nearly always handled a winner. Other fight- 
ers engaged physicians to attend them, but the practice 
was s00n stopped by the matchmakers of the clubs be- 
cause they thought that the idea would burt the game 
in the event of an accident from too much “doping,” 
as the injections were termed. 

Jim Corbett is one of the few fighters who suggests to 
his seconds how he should be cared for during a fight. 
In his last encounter with Jeffries, at San Francisco, 
after he received a heavy punch in the stomach in the 
first round, he turned to one of his handlers and said: 
“I just now got a corker in the wind, and I think a 
little massage will do me good.” So his seconds rubbed 
the sore spot and Corbett was himself again in the next 
round. Terry McGovern does not usually permit his 
seconds to do all the advising, and fights according to 
his own ideas. When McGovern was the featherweight 
champion he came near losing his head several times. 
He often fought at random, throwing skill to the 
winds, in order to get home a deciding blow. Luck was 
with him in a number of contests, and, although care- 
less, he was returned the winner. After his fight with 
the “Arkansas Kid,’ at the Broadway A.C. a few 
years ago, on which occasion he came within an ace of

being put to sleep, he heeded his seconds fora time, 
and did not have any trouble until he met Young Cor- 
bett, at San Francisco, the second time. Terry was 
advised to play for his conqueror’s body. His trainers 
rehearsed this daily,and kept telling him about it 
when he entered the ring. But be disregarded their 
admonitions, and was defeated. This fact is not at all 
surprising, for McGovern is impetuous In and out of 
the ring. 
Sam Fitzpatrick is a good second, as well as a shrewd 
manager. He only believes in baving two seconds be- 
hind a fighter In whom he is interested, and usually 
looks after his man himself. Sam's methods are 
original in some respects, but he believes in stimulants 
when there is evidence of weakness. He uses a secret 
application to rub the legs and arms of his men, and 
defines a plan of battle which he insists must be re- 
ligiously adhered to. Fitzpatrick gave a fine example 
of his skill in this direction when Kid Lavigne met Joe 
Walcott at Maspeth several years ago. Those who re- 
member this mili know what a gruelling affair it was. 
The pace was fast from the start and the men staggered 
to their corners, partially blinded by each other's 
blows. Sam went about caring for Lavigne in a mat- 
ter of fact way, but be always sent the Kid up for the 
next round refreshed and strong. Of course, Lavigne 
was game and possessed indomitable courage, but it was | 
apparent that be could not have continued as long as he 
did had he bad bungling seconds behind him. | 

Bob Fitzsimmons is a strict disciplinarian in the ring. | 
Yet he beheves in having experienced seconds in his | 
corner. He always examines the water that he has to 
use and is not so trustful and confiding as some other 
pugilists. After he was defeated by Jeffries at Coney 
Island for the heavyweight championship, he an- 
nounced in a sensational interview that he had been 
“doped.” Fitz,on the other hand, is a bad second 
himeelf, and, therefore, does not advise many fighters 
in their battles. 

Young Corbett always permits his chief second and 





trainer, Harry Tuthill, to instruct him. Billy Delaney, 
who really “discovered” Jim Jeffries, is sensitive on 
the point of training and handling a tighter. Delaney 
is a veteran at the game and is quick to perceive the 
faults of those in his charge. Barney Aaron and 
Billy Edwards were great seconds in their day, but 
their advice would not be of much service to fighters of 
the present time. Handling scrappers is an art, and, 
like any other profession, one must have tact, skill and 
patience to succeed.

There have been many thrilling stories published 
about women bandits, and it is safe to say that many 
of them have been fictitious, but there is one woman 
who can be justly called the queen of them all. She was 
parolied in the early part of the year by Gov. Brodie, 
of Arizona, and it wasn’t so very long ago that her 
sensational career astonished the entire country. The 
parole conditions included an agreement on the part 
of the woman to remain on the outside of the 
boundaries of Arizona until her sentence had expired. 
During her confinement she had been a mode! prisoner 
and that was very much in her favor. It is the’ first 
time on record that any woman prisoner bas been re- 
garded as so dangerous that the territory of Arizona, 
famous for its “bad men” and other spectacular 
criminals, would breathe easier if she were under some 
other jurisdiction. 

It is said that she has occupied part of her leisure 
time In prison in writing a play, in which she is to ap- 
pearasastar. Needless to say, it is a play of Western 
life, in which there will be opportunity for the intro- 
duction of the star in the role of a bandit. Such a play 
could be drawn from her own experiences without any 
great tax on her imagination. 

As a mere girl she lived in Phoenix afew years ago, 
She was a slender, dark-eyed maiden, unassuming and 
quiet of demeanor and modest of speech. She did not 
distinguish berself from any of her school com- 
panions, and did not develop any of those traits 
which afterward made her famous until she was about 
eighteen years of age.

Dick Turpin, Jack Sheppard, and other luminaries | 
who have figured so extensively in criminal history as 

stage robbers, The modern imitators of these notorious 
criminals, especially “Billy the Kid,” and other | 


desperadoes with whose deeds Arizona has not yet 


ceased ringing, seemed to fire the imagination of the | 
young girl, and she often expressed herself as admiring 


a bandit above all other men, 


At this time she became acquainted with Joe Boot, a 


swaggering young fellow, who seemed her beau ideal. 
Boot apparently fell in with the strange whims of the 
girl. Soon they became engaged, and in the spring of 
1899 they planned an adventure that opened the eyes of 
all Arizona. accustomed as that territory is to the deeds 
of daring criminals, 

Between Globe and Riverside a stage was held up one 
night and a large sam of money and much jewelry and 
other valuables were taken from the passengers who 
filled the coach, The passengers asserted that one of 
the robbers who held up the coach was a woman. She 
was plainly discernible in the moonlight, as she stood 
at the heads of the horses. Apparently it was she who 
directed the affair, as she gave several sbarp orders to 
her confederate, a broad-shouldered fellow, who at- 
tended to the work of relieving the passengers of their 
valuables. The woman held a revolver in one hand, 
the muzzle of the weapon looking threateningly now on 
one person and now on another. Seemingly the eyes 
of a lynx gleamed behind the black mask, for not a 
move could be made that did not call forth a sharp 


warning, re-enforced by a slight change in the direc- 


tion of the ever-ready gun. 

The woman was in man’s garments, and in the 
moonlight her slender figure and the masses of hair 
escaping from beneath the broad sombrero were plainly 
discernible. There were two men among the passen- 
gers, but they made no attempt at resistance, and the 
stage driver was the most passive of the lot. For, as 
he afterward declared, that’ woman’s revolver was the 
most eloquent thing he ever looked at in his life, 
told that there was an expert behind it, and your old- 
time Arizona man never fails to notice such little signs 
and to govern himself accordingly. 

When the passengers told their story, after the stage 
coach had been allowed to go on to its destination, it 
was hardly believed at first. It seemed incredible that

He got his chance the 
other night in Boston with Jack Munroe, the Butte 
miner, who achieved some fame by staying four rounds 
with Champion Jim Jeffries a yearago. Munroe has 
never done anything to justify inscribing his name on 
atabletin the Hall of Fame, and a pretty even thing 
was anticipated in the meeting of thetwo men. What 
the three thousand spectators saw could hardly be 
called an exhibition of the manly art, but as one spec- 
tator sald, it was a “farcical portrayal of how not to 
box.” Everybody in the house was alternately con- 
vulsed with laughter or disgusted with the farce—dis- 
gusted also with Limerick’s crudeness, his ignorance 
of the rudiments of the game and his general deficiency. 
Munroe, too, did not add much to his reputation, not-

Up 
to the time Fitz and Gardiner performed in ’Frisco the 
most persistent “doper” was unable to bring Jack and 
Fitz together carrying even weights or age allowance, 
and Jack, bimself, evidently recognizing his own 
deficiencies, studiously refrained from making any 
overtures for a match to “the old man,” but the latter 
now seems comparatively harmless to a real clever 
fellow on his showing with Gardiner, and O’Brien now 
pretends a willingness to take him on.

Then everybody had a loud laugh, and quite agreed 
with McGrath that if Sharkey separated himself from 
cash to this amount at one time it would kill a man as 
great as Jeffries was.

“T’ve got mine, boys; I’ve got mine!”

By the way, some Western sporting writers 
are beginning to take notice of Philadelphia Jack 
O’Brien’s sure-thing way of adding to his fistic record. 
Joe Jackson, of the Detroit Free Press, recently referred 
to the subject as follows: 

“O’Brien will be West again in a short time, Chicago 
promoters having framed up a few soft things for him. 
The Kingston Club has secured Diamond Dick for 
O’Brien, and will match the men. The boxer with the 
Wild West title is the worst sort of a counterfeit, and 
was made to look very ordinary by Billy Stift, in a re- 
cent bout in Chicago. Diamond Dick, whose real name 
is Torpey, is now matched to box Jack Driscoll. Tor- 
pey weighs about 180, while Driscoll is not much above 
160, and a victory for Torpey is anticipated. It is 
necessary for him to win to assure himself the match 
with O’Brien. The latter, it will be remembered, beat 
Driscoll and Beauscholte in the same ring, in Chicago, 
last winter. As Torpey is expected to beat Driscoll on 
the mere score of superior weight, rather than on that 
of ability, the attractiveness of the match with O’Brien 
is apparent.”

He was tried out, 
falled to make good and dropped out of view—presum- 
ably to go back to work. Next we heard of him he was 
in Australia, grabbing wide chunks of public attention 
by reason of his proficiency as a pugilist. However, he 
has returned, laden with stories about his doings in the 
ring. He says he had twenty-one fights In Australia and 
won sixteen of them. He was twice defeated by Mc- 
Cool for the championship. Here is the way Scanian 
told it to a ’Frisco reporter on his arrival in America 
after his long absence: 

“If Iwon sixteen fights in America I would have 
twice the money I baye now, but I have no kick. I 
had a delightful trip. The people treated me fine and 
I will always have a warm spot in my heart for Aus- 
tralia. When I sailed away there was a large party at 
the boat to say good-bye. There is lots of fighting there, 
but, as I bave said, the fighters are not making the 
money they are here. They have fair men coming up. 
Bob Turner and Harold Smith are two very promising 
lightweights. They will fight soon for the champlon- 
ship, and it will be a great fight. Soldier Fred Thomp- 
son is the best middleweight and Billy McCool is the 
best heavy. McCool may not fightagain. In our last 
fight he hurt his shoulder badly and I was told that it 
would be a long time before he would fight again, and 
maybe never.”’

In several Western cities, where boxing— 
by divine right and the grace of the authorities—is per- 
mitted, considerable dissatisfaction seems to be felt 
over the manner in which the referees have performed 
their work, and in several instances which I have re- 
cently heard about the demonstrative attitude toward 
the official by the spectators has almost reached the 
proportions of a riot. Hissing and hooting have been 
followed by open threats of violence, and the aid of 
uniformed policemen have been required to suppress 
the trouble. 

Presumably, a referee in any sport is selected because 
of experience, Judgment, fairness and honesty, as one 
well-informed critic said the other day. This man has 
the vantage point of observation, he is unprejudiced, 
and his experience is such that he does not allow en- 
thusiasm to distract bis attention from the business of 
the moment, which is to caretully note each detail of 
the contest in order that he may determine conscien- 
tiously the victor. Certainly this man is in a better 
position to Judge than is the spectator, who is on hand 
for amusement, free from responsibility, and occupy- 
ing a less advantageous position from which to observe. 

Frequently it happens that the referee waits for 
the spectators to make a demonstration in favor 
of one or the other principal before announcing 
his decision, and is influenced more by the volume of 
noise than by his own judgment. This is a condition 
which is inimical to the sport and which is bound to 
work injustice to one or the other of the contestants, 

If there is one thing that a true sportsman admires it 
is a man who has the courage of his convictions, and 
when acapable referee announces a decision in any 
contest the man in the crowd will respect an official a 
great deal more if he is convinced that it is the product 
of honest opinion rather than fear of criticism, even 
though he may not agree with the decision. 

No man is infallible, but with the advantages pos- 
sessed by referees the chances for error are minimized, 
and if the official is the right sort of man he should be 
so well fortified in the stand he has taken as to be able 
to defy criticism SAM C. AUSTIN.

Jim Corbett the First Man to Utilize 
it to Advantage

Every fighter has a peculiar punch or blow, call it 
trick or science if you will, upon which he places his 
principal dependence to bring about the defeat of an 
adversary.

used by the principal fighters, beginning with James J. 
Corbett, who stands unequalled as the most scientific 
man who ever donned a glove. 

The use and development of the left hand has become 
& matter of importance to those who desire to become 
expert and scientific pugilists. Corbett was a long time 
realizing the advantage of being ambidextrous, or able 
to use either hand with equal ability. Before Corbett’s 
day the left hand was of little use in the ring except for 
guarding and balancing. The “ponderous right’ was 
the main dependency. It dawned upon Corbett that 

‘there was no reason why the left band could not be 
utilized for hitting purposes as well as the right. 

He practiced hitting with his left and found it 
effectual in his early battles and by its use earneda 
local reputation as a boxer and decided to go to work 
knocking out the world with it. He began by knock- 
ing out all the local pugilists,and ended by beating 
John L., Sullivan, who for twelve years had held the 
championship of the United States. 

When Corbett faced Sullivan the old champion made 
arush athim with his right clinched and his left on 
guard. Corbett watched the right hand carefully, 
ducked so cleverly that the swing sent Sullivan wheel- 
ing round, and then hit Sullivan’s nose with a terrific 
left swing. 

After the battle was over Sullivan declared that he 
had not seen Corbett’s right hand once during the 
battle. He said that he watched it carefully and it did 
not move. His friends said that he must have been 
tricked. The truth was that Corbett’s right had only 
made believe. It often made little jabs while the left 
hand did the awful execution. He had cultivated that 
left hand until it could strike out and up or swing 
either way with equal and fearful precision. After 
Corbett had cultivated the muscles of the left hand he 
cultivated his aim. If you see a fly on the wall, try and 
hit it with your clinched right fist. Unless the fly is 
very nimble you can land him nine times out of ten. 
Try the same thing with your left hand and you will 
lose him nine times out of ten. The aim of the right 
hand is sure. That of the left hand is more fickle than 
the winds. 

There were various theories proposed as to why and 
how Corbett bad knocked Sullivan down 80 easily in 
that memorable battle in the fall of 93. It was because 
he had this marvelous left-hand dexterity. Heshowed 
it again when he knocked out Charley Mitchell in three 
rounds and he tried it on Fitzsimmons in March of ’97, 
at Carson City, but on that occasion Fitzsimmons got it 
in on him with a solar plexus bicw.
